IN MEMORIAM. 

Mary Jane Owsley was bom near 
Lexington, Ky.. on the Itthof January 
IRM. Her father was William Dunlap, 
whose father wa* Major William Dun- 
lap. of the Kevolutionary army, in ac- 
Pve service till the surrender *t York- 
town. She wa* one of a family of 12 
sons and daughters and was noted for 
her beauty and sprightlinea* in the day* 
of her early youth. On Feb. 11, 1K40, 
■he wa* married to Mr. Joseph Hop(ier, 
■ pr*j*()eruu.* merchant of I.«ncaster, 
Ky., and wa* a resident of that place 
for many year*. Of thi* marriage there 
were two children, Mr*. Mattie Dunlap 
Withers and Mr. George Dunlap Ho|>- 
|i«r, who survive her. Sub*e*)uently 
she was marri*>d to Mr. John Owsley, 
who *lic<l in IRtM. During the latter 
years of her life Mr*. Owsley had made 
her h*>me in Stanford with herchildren. 

Her (lassing has en*le*i the career of 
one of the mnet remarkable w*tmen of 
the century. Bnnight up in the teach- 
ing* of the Presbyterian church, her 
faith was staunch an*l true, and her 
principle* *>f right living were f*>unded 
on the K*)ck of Ages. Her mental gifts 
were unusual. Reared in the day of 
meager etiucation fur women lieyoml 
the domestic accomplishments, there 
was no evidence in speech or manner 
that she was nut a graduate of the 
sch<x>la. Quirk to observe, she ac*|uir- 
€*d a degree of culture rarely seen in 
the women of her time. Her buoyant, 
rhf*erful spirit was pre-eminent, and 
her converaatmn was replete with wit 
and humor. It was remarked that there 
was never a dull moment in her (ire*- 
enre. In shadow and in sunshine she 
had a heart for every fate, and she met 
the viriaaitude* of a lung life with un- 
shrinking brow. 

During her residence at Lancaster 
her life was marke*J by dee<l* of mercy 
and loving-kinilness. There were no 
trained nurse* in th*j*e early times. 
The sick were cared for by willing 
neighlsirs. She went wherever trouble 
came and ministered to the sick, the 
•lying and the dead. 

To lie near her was, in ■ manner, to 
drink in the elixer of life, fur of her 
abunilance she gave f*irth. Isiving *n*l 
lovable, firm in cunvictiun and warm in 
friemhihip, she has g*>ne to the land of 
Beulah and left f*ir (Histerity many n*>- 
ble lessons.
